The largest audience of the week 


and one containing a number of per- 
sons not teachers filled the csnembly 
room to hear Miss Patridg* who Is 
well known as an authority on mat- 
ters educational. 


Miss Patridge said that she regret- 


ted that there were not more parents 
and tax payers present as she wished 
them to hear her plea for better school 
houses and better salaries. 
She ad- 


vocates an almost revolutionary rear- 
rangement of the school room, name- 
ly tlie plating of the teache' In the 
rear of the school room. 
H-r argu- 


ments however, are very good. With 
the teacher before them tha attention 
of most of the scholars Is midnly di- 
rected in his direction, and this la 
manifestly deleterious to the progress 
of the pupils who are supposed to bo 
engaged in studv. 
And as 'he chief 


end of the school In the t rst four 
years Is especially tho trainltig of ths 
attention of the pupil the common ar- 
rangement of the school room almost 
defeats this object. 


In discussing the govcrnme it of the 


school Miss Patridge urged that the 
teacher must know the pupil outside 
of the school 
room 
and that 
she 


should also know the parents. 
Speak- 


ing- along this line she Bald: 


"In Ihc home the child's pi rsonality 


receives attention while at i chool ha 
Is one of the mass. Tha fin.t five or 
six years of the child's life .ire spent 
in the home where his govei nment Is 
partly by his parents and partly by 
the other children. When he enters 
the school he finds he is undci the con- 
trol of an autocrat. 
At bom ' he may 


have been the pet, possibly the tyrant, 
while at school he finds that he Is the 
subject and may become tin disciple.

FROM CAPE TO CAIRO. 


Cecil Rhodes' Dream May Become a 


Reality Before Many Years. 


Before many years the people may 


nnd that the long fostered dream of 
the late fecll Rhodes for the opening 
up of the dark continent has beconi' 
a reality, and a consecutive line 01 
steel rails, stretching from Cairo a 
the mouth of the Nile, down through 
the entire eastern part of Africa to 
Cape Town at its 
extreme southei-n 


point. 
The state department made 


public the other day, a most Interest- 
ing report upon railroad development 
in Africa from United States Consu 
Rayndal at Beirut, bearing date -of 
May 20. The consul says that an agree 
menl signed at Brussels the previou 
month by Robert Williams with the 
king of the Belgians would seem to 
constitute an important 
stop toward 


the realization of Mr. Rhodes' aspira- 
tions. 
Under that agreement the Ger- 


man route is abandoned and the rail- 
way from Cairo to the cape is to he 
carried through the Congo Free State 
to the upper waters of the Nile. From 
Stanley Falls on the Upper Congo i: 
railway is to be 
built to Mahagl or 


I/ake Albert Nyanza, and this connec- 
tion will 
supply the missing link be- 


tween the Cape and the Egyptian rail- 
way nets. 


Concul Rayndal points out that the 


new railway project does not neces- 
sarily replace the original central line 
through German territory, as planned 
by Mr. Rhodes and the German govern- 
ment. In fact, he says that it Is quite 
likely, if the proposed railroad Is bull 
from the coast to Dar-es-Salaam, the 
capital of German East Africa, that the 
original Cape to Cairo scheme by way 
of Tabora will be realized. 
"Both 


lines," says the consul, "may astonish 
the world before many years as full 
fledged realities." 


Consul Raynflal enters Into his sub 


ject exhaustively and shows in detat 
the many 
important railroad 
enter 


prises which 
are 
making- splendid 


headway in the eastern and southern 
parts of the continent. Indeed, he says 
that all maps of Africa more than six 
months old are obsolete, because his - 
tory is being made so rapidly and is 
changing the face of the country so 
materially.

ull-blooded 
buffaloes and the same 


lumber of mixed bloods, all the prop- 
erty of James Philip of Foil Pierre, 
who is known 
all 
over the Western 


range country as "Scotty" Philip. 


HERD GATHERED YEARS AGO. 
This herd is the product of a hunt 
ver twenty 
years ago, when Fred 


Dupree, an old French trapper, fore- 
aw the 
early 
extermination of the 


peeles and started for the Little Mis- 
souri country to capture a few calves 
'or the purpose of raising a herd. In 
his hunt he led a hand of Inllans and 
nixed bloods, which only accomplish- 
ed the 
purpose for which it set out 


fter a long 
and 
dangerous 
search 


among the few small bands of buffalo 
'et known to 
be 
roaming in that 


'ounti-y. 
Only a half 
dozen calves 


sere taken alive, and from these the 
present herd has grown. 


Mr. Duprue held the buffalo on the 
heyenne River with no greater care 


than to see that they kept along that 
stream up to the 
time 
of his death, 


and in the 
settlement of 
the estate 


none of the numerous heirs cared to 
.ake them as his share of the estate 
ind they were sold to "Scotty" Philip 
after an Ineffectual attempt to dis- 
pose of them 
to the general govern- 


ment. 


ONLY HERD EXTANT. 


Just what the value of the herd is is 


problematic, but as it is probably the 
only herd left in the country on which 
to draw for specimens, this 
will give 


t an increasing 
Value

by. 


Having 
had 
practically the same 


freedom as in 
their native state the 


specimens of the herd are quite dif- 
ferent from those usually seen in parks 
and n.enageries. 
One bull out of this 


herd was sold for show purposes about 
ten years ago for $1,000.

ing of all ages from lYiur-month-old

of mortgages aggregating $70,000 own- 
ed in the county, and but few of them 
listed lor taxation. One attorney said 
that he believed that if it could all be 
uncovered it would be found that not 
less than 
$750,000 of aiacon county 


money had been loaned on real es- 
tate In counties adjoining Macon coun- 
ty. 
Of course that figui e 
is 
mere 


speculation but there is no doubt 
large amount of Macon county money 
Is at interest, secured by mortgages on 
real estate in other counties and i 
not Infrequently escaped taxation be- 
cause of the modesty of the owners 
who do not care to pose as rich men.

if the board of review had authority

made several years ago. The attorney 
declared that thu statue was not cleai 
on that point as there has never beei 
a decision from the supreme court 01 
that point in the revenue law and an 
attempt to tell wh».t the court would 
decide is largely guess work.
